as hazzard to Your Health., which 
kindled this Indignation of mine, a- 
gainſt it, and was the occaſion of what 
it has produc'din theſe Papers. 

Your Majeſty who is a Lover of 
noble Buildings , Gardens, Pictures, 
and all Royal Magnificences, muſt 
needs defire to be freed from this pro- 
digious annoyance ; and, which is ſo 
great an Enemy to their Luſtre and 

eauty , that where it-once enters, 
there can nothing remain long in its 
native Splendor and Perfe&ion : Nor 
muſt I hereforget that Illuſtrious and 
divine Princeſle, Your Majeſties only 
viſter, thenow Dutcheſſe, of Orleans , 
whoat her Highneſs late being in this

City, didin my hearingzcomplainof 
the Effects of this Smoake both in her 
| Breaſt and Lungs, whilſt She was in 
Your Majeſties Palace. I cannot but 
greatly apprehend , that Your Ma- 
jeſty ( who has been ſo-long accuſto- 
md. to the excellent Aer of other 
Countries) may be as much offended 
at-it , in that regard alfo; eſpecially, 
fince the Evil is ſo Epidemicall; indan- 
ering as well the Health of Your 
ubjeds, as it ſullies the Glory. of this 
Your Imperial Sear. 
Sir,I prepare in this ſhort Diſcourſe,

ect a civil entertainment and reception. I have, 
T confeſſe , been frequently diſpleaſed at the ſmall 
advance and improvement of Pablick Works 
in this Nation , wherein it ſeems to be much in- 
feriour to the Countries and Kingdomes which are 
round about it ; eſpecially, during theſe late 
years of our ſad Confuſions : Butnow that God 
has miraculouſly reftor'd to us our Prince,a Prince
